“It is a well k nown fact that 
the cells of certain plants are sensi 
tiv e to light—far more sensitiv e, in 
fact, than the protoplasms of animals 
are. 
But It is quite improbable that 
any plant forms a v isual reproduction 
of any object in the way that the ani­ 
mal eye does. 
“W ith plants it is a question of sen­ 
sitiv e reaction, and it is a mistak e to 
confound this reaction in any 
way 
with the instinct of animals or the 
reason of higher races. 
Certain plants 
‘mov e toward* the light or away from 
it or tend to grow in the general diree 
tion of w ater or aw ay from moisture 
But this ‘mov ing’ shows only a sensi 
tiv e 
reaction 
to the 
‘conditions 
of 
grow th’ around it. 
The plant has 
nothing corresponding to the 
mind 
that in any way directs its groping.” 
W hen ask ed if the logical conclusion 
of the Darwin-W ager theories would 
be the organization of a society for 
the prev ention of cruelty to plants, 
Mr. Woods laughed.
